(2 3 Gno 5, c. 16.) 

An Ad to remoic douhfs as to the xahdily of certain marriages solemnized 

in the Empnre of Japan. 

[13th December, 1912.] 

Whereas doubts have been entertained with respect to the vahdity of cer- 
tain marriages (both or one of the parties thereto bemg subjects or a subject 
of this realm) solemnized in the Empire of Japan since the sixteenth of July 
eighteen hundred and nmety-mne (being the date when a treaty between 
Her late Slajesty Queen Victoria, and His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, 
dated the sixteenth of July eighteen hundred and mnety-four came into 
force), and it is expedient to remove those doubts 

Be it therefore enacted by the King’sATiost Excellent Majesty, by and 
•with the ad-vice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parhament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same as follows * — 

1. All mamages (both or one of the parties thereto being subjects or a validation of 
subject of this realm) solemmzed before the passing of this Act m the Empire certain 
of Japan, which would have been vahd if solemmzed immediately before the 
said sixteenth of July eighteen hundred and mnety-mne, shall be and shall 
be deemed always to have been as vahd in law as if they had been solemmzed 
withm His Majesty’s domimons with the due'observance of aU forms required 
by law . 

Pro-vided that this Act shall not render vahd any marnage which before 
the pkssmg of this Act has been declared mvahd by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, or affect any right dependent on the vahdity or mvahdity there- 
of or render vahd any marriage either of the partjtjsto which ha^,' subsequent- 
ly durmg the hfe of the other la-wfully intermarried 'with any other person.
